Your rights as an apprentice 


All apprentices are ‘employed’ 
and are covered by the terms 
and conditions contained in their 
contract of employment and any 
relevant employment law. 


Although you may just be starting 
out in your school apprenticeship 
you still have rights. These include 


the right to: 


a written contract of employment 
a full induction in the workplace 


an agreed training plan or 
contract between you, your 
employer and the training 
provider 


pay (a minimum is set by 
government — but UNISON 
believes you should be on the 
same pay and conditions as 
other school support staff) 


a safe working environment 


protection from discrimination, 
bullying, harassment or 
victimisation 


release from work to attend 
formal training 


an appropriate range of work 
experiences to help you 
complete your qualifications 


access to support, guidance and 
mentoring 


quality training 


e regular assessments and review 
of progress 


e sufficient time away from your 
work station or desk to study in 
work time 


e access to routes to higher 
education and the possibility 
of long-term employment with 
promotion prospects 


e achance to learn from 
experienced workers in the 
sector.
